Receiving Members to the Church. 


As attempts are not unfrequently made to cast 
the reproach of “hasty admissions” on a church 
which receives many young converts toits watch- 
care and fellowship, it is sometimes asked, what 
rule ought the churches to adopt Un this subject ? 
The answer of the Scriptures is plain; the mo- 
ment a sinner believes in Christ, he is entitled to 


baptism, Christian fellowship, and the Lord’s sup- 


per. ‘The only question to be settled is, has he 
truly repented, and is he regenerated by the Spir- 
itof God? This is a question on which the 
church—the whole church to which the candi- 
date applies, is to form a candid, prayerful, and 
charitable judgment. In some cases, perfect and 
satisfactory evidence can be pbtained at once, in 
others time is requisite ; but this we maintain, as 
soon as this evidence is afforded, the convert 
should be received. 

To obtain this satisfactory ~vidence, various 
methods are adopted by different churches, in ci- 
ties, villages, and country towns, suited to their 
various circumstances. In this city it is the prac- 
tice for applicants to present their request to the 
pastor, who in most cases has had some previous 
knowledge of them, either as members of the 
congregation, or as inquirers in the conference 
room. If he is satisfied of the propriety of the 
request, he appoints at the next meeting two judi- 
cious brethren to visit and make inquiries respec- 
ting the religious experience, as well as the mor- 
al character of the candidate, and ifthey are sat- 
isfied, the candidate is invited to 
the church, and give a relation of religious expe- 
rience, after which questions, are fréely proposed 
by the pastor, and any private members who may 
desire it. ‘The candidates then. withdraw, and

‘tant? ‘The poor Waldenses replied, they did not 
/expect it, the distance was too great. Very soon 
\afterwards, contrary to our expectation, even this 
| distance did not save them—a man sprung from 
ithe procession upon the wall by the roadside, wa- 
| ved his hat and his hand to us, and shouted, ina 
menacing manner, to the group where I stood, to 
\take off their hats. By the advice of my Scotch 


| friend, he and I prudently retreated : some of the 


| Waldenses crouched and uncovered—others hid 
‘behind a wall. The procession had just come 
from the consecration of a large wooden cross on 
‘the ground before the Romish church. On this 
|cross they have affixed a tablet, promising a cer- 
|tain quantity of ‘Indulgence to all the faithful 
'who shall make due reverence toit.’ Some time 
| before this, I was told thata very large number 
‘of Waldenses had attended a funeral to their bu- 
rial ground, and, on returning, they were encoun- 
tered by a Romish fineral in a very narrow pass, 
attended by a small number of persons—and, 
| though the Waldenses were a multitude, they 
| were compelled to range along the wall, and un- 
| cover and crouch before the priesis of Rome. 
| Phis the poor fellows did in silence and patience. 
I have frequently heard the poor Waldensians 
talk of the Romanists, and never once heard them 
use any rancor of feeling or any harsh epithet ; 
their calm and quiet submission to trials so gal- 
‘ling to men, is beautiful, and well suited to the 
{Christian character? Alas! what blindness and 
infatuation can seize on the hearts and minds of 
‘men, what destitution of humanity and the sym- 
,pathies of nature can be present even with the 
profession of Christianity and the boasted pre. 
rogative of infallibility! When, O when will the 
Lord reign in the wills and affections of all the 
children of Adam; and when will the refining, 
sanctifying, and exalting example, and the con- 
straining love of the Lord Jesus be dominant in 
this world !

From the Christian Watchman. 
War and Slavery, 

The prospect of a war between two Christian | 
nations like Great Britain and the United States, | 
so intimately united by many ties, commercial, | 
literary, social, and religious, is revolting enough 
in any view which we can take of it; but 
the prospect of a war commence;| by this aed 
publican counfry, so loud in its professions of love, | 
of liberty and equal rights, against England to, 


| compel the latter to return fugitive slaves to bon- | 


dage, would be sickening in the extreme. We| 
have already expressed our views in regard to the | 
threats which come from the South, of a war on | 
the Creole affair—a war which, whatever other | 
results might follow, would be sure to bring o® 
this nation the contempt of the civilized world. 
We have nodoubt that the northern press, and 
the northern people, will with very few excep- 
tions, agree in saying that this country must nev- 
er be hurried into a war to support, vindicate, cr 
justify southern slavery in any sense. On this 
point we are glad to see the New York Observer, 
which we understand circulates extensively both 
North and.South, expressing itself in the follow- 
ing just and decisive language : 

“Slavery is the peculiar institution ef the | 
South. It ought to be confined there. It must | 
not intrude itself upon the North. If it is.a local 
institution, it must look at home for its support. 
We maintain that the South must not involve the 
North, directly or indirectly, in the support of sla- 
very. ‘The North is decidedly and unanimously 
Anti-slavery. The North will never go to war 
with Great Britain on the Creole ton. The 
South ought to understand this fact distinctly, 
that it may be made a matter of calculation when 
the prospect of war is contemplated. Some of 
our statesmen understand this. A Senator of the 
United States has said in his place, he “hoped all 
or none of our differences with Great Britain 
would be adjusted.” If we go to war, he hopes 
to secure the whole American people in its sup- 
port. ‘The South will find in the right of search 
and the Creole case her exciting causes, while the 
North will fight for her boundary line and repara- 
tion for the Caroline outrage. But the North 
will never consent to have the rights of slavery, 
or rather the wrongs of slavery, made a pretext of 
national complaint. If it is a peculiar institu. 
tion, if, as the South has often and vehemently 
laimed, the North has nothing to do with 
slavery, then let us have nothing to do with it. 

“In these feelings we have the sympathy of 
multitudes of men and true in the slave 
states. ' now and feel thatslayery is “an 
evil and a bi thing ;” a blight and curse on

Rhode Island. 


There is little news from Rhode Island in addition to 

what we have already published. The resolutions introdu- 
ced by the Speaker, Mr. Jackson, which we mentioned 
yesterday, provide, 1, that every male native citizen 21 
years old, and possessing $150 worth of taxable property, 
and who shall have resided in the State one year, vote for 
delegates 'o a Convention to frame anew Constitution, to 
meet the first week in August; 2, that a majority of such 
delegates shall constitute a quorum; 3, that the Constitu. 
tion agreed on shall be submitted to the persons qualified 
to votre under that Constitution; 4, that, if adopted, it shall 
go into effect at such time as may be specified ; 5, that the 
expenses of the Convention be paid by the State Treasury. 
These resolutions were debated on Wednesday morning. 
They were advocated by severa] gentlemen as a peace-of- 
fering that would probably allay the existing excitement 
and give generul satisfaction. On the other hand, they 
were opposed upon the ground, first, that a new Genera! 
Assembly is to meet next week, the members of which 
ought of right to be left to act as they choose in this matter ; 
and, secondly, that it became not the Legislature to adopt 
such a measure, as it were, upon compulsion. They ought 
not to act under the menaces of the revolutionists. The 
mijesty of the laws should first be asserted; and there 
would be time enough then to call a Convention, should 
the people, by petition, demand the measure at the hands 
of the new Legislature. The result of the matter was, 
that the resolutions were rejected, 45 to 12. 
The riot act was amended by striking out the proviso 
that one hour may elapse after making proclamation and 
dispersing the mub by force. Itis evidently the intention 
of the Assembly to resist force, and sustain the existing 
The Free Suffrage party, on the 
other hand, seem equally determined to try the issue.

but the expedition has never but once since been heard of. 
In 1610, a Welsh clergyman having been taken prisoner 
by a tribe of Indians, was doomed to death, when he solic. 
ited time to pray, which he did in his own language. This 
attracted the notice of one of the Indians, who, recognizing 
his language, interfered, and saved his llfe, and took him to 
the descendants of his own countrymen, on his return from 
whom, he testified the circumstances on oath before a Court 
at Virginia. A young Welsh gentleman had started thence 
last August, for the purpose of endeavoring to reach this 
lost tribe, his intended route being to Santa Fe, etc., from 
whence he would cross the Rocky Mountains by the first 
caravan. He has not since been heard of, but the result of 
his inquiry is looked forward to with considerable interest.
